Sub : Schonio for exports under OGL.3 of certain textile 
products of cotton, wool, man-made fibres or blonds 
thereof to Sweden upto 30-6-1979. 

Nq. 2/9/79-El.—Under the Indo-Swodon Textile Agreement 
signed on 14-4-1978, the export of certain textile products of 
cotton wool, man-made fibres or blends thereof from India to 
Sweden are subject to quantitative rcstraint/statistioal moni¬ 
toring, While this Agreement is valid upto 30-6-1979 for 
certain products, it expired on 28-2-1979 for certain other 
products falling under Groups IV, V, IX and the "Rest Group". 

It has been decided to prolongate the Agreement upto 30-6-1979 
in respect of these groups. Descriptions of the products 
falling under those groups and the Swedish Tariff classification 
numbers thereof are given in the Annoxure to this Public Notice. 
Inviting attention to the Exports (Control) Amendment Order 
No. E(C)0, 1977/AM(104) dated 20-3-1979, on the above 
subject, the scheme relating to the exports to Sweden of the 
products of the above mentioned groups for the quota period 
upto 30-6-1979, Is given below- (In respect of other groups 
of products for which the Agreement is valid upto 30-6-1979, 
the scheme of exports has already been announced vide Public 
Notice No. 22-ETC (PN)/79 dated 22-2-1979). 

2. The entire quota available for the period 1-3-1979 to 
30-6-1979 will be allocated on flrst-come, first-served basis for 
ready goods. For all the itejns specified in the Annexure, 
quotas will bo allocated by the Cotton Textiles Export Promo¬ 
tion Council, Bombay (hereafter abbreviated as TEXPROCIL) 
and necessary certification will also bo done by the Toxprocil. 

3. For garments and knitwear, 20% of the quota may be 
allocated for higher value items. For this purpose, there will 
be two sets of floor prices—one relating to higher value Items 
covered by 20 % allocation and the other basic floor price for 
items covered by the remaining 80% of the allocation. Quota 
allocation for cotton garments and knitwear will be made on 
LC terms. For first-come, first-served ready goods allocation, 
LC should bo produced at the time of quota endorsement. 

4. Shipments against quota allocations on first-come, 
first-served ready goods basis will have to be effected within 10 
days from the date of quota endorsement. However, this 
period can be extended in exceptional cases for valid reasons 
on specific authorisation from the Textile Commissioner or his 
representative. 

5. Wherever the quotas for cotton, woollen and man-made 
fibres items are combined appropriate portion of such combined 
quotas have been reserved each for woollen garments and 
man-made fibres garments. This is, however, subject to review 
and, if necessary, a further enhancement or reduction in the 
reservation for these items may be made by Government. 
50 % of the quota has been reserved for handloom items. This 
is, however, subject to review depeiiding upon the trend of 
demand. 

6. The imports Into Sweden will be permitted against the 
import licence issued to the importer on the basis of the export 
certificate issued at the time of endorsement by the Texporcil 
or its authorised up-country representatives on fulfilment of 

the terms and conditions laid down for the purpose, 

7. Whenever the consignment is ready for shipment, the 
exporter shall submit the necessary shipping documents (in¬ 
cluding shipping bills in duplicate) and proforma application 
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in duplicate covering the details of goods under shipment to 
the Texprocil or to its up-country port representatives alongwlth 
quota certificate, for obtaining quota endorsement and for 
issuing the necessary export certificate. Thereafter the docu¬ 
ments shall bo submitted to the Customs for completion of the 
shipping bills and other formalities. In the case of readymade 
garments, the shipping documents including shipping bills 
will also be submitted to the Texprocil or its up-country port 
representatives for quota endorsement before the shipping 
bills are noted by the Customs at the port of shipment. In 
all those cases the shippers will be required to inform the Tex¬ 
procil or its upcountry port representatives from whom the 
quota endorsement is obtained, the number and the date of 
shipping bills after the same are collected from the Customs. 

8. The export certificate is meant for the buyer and hence 
the same after obtaining from the Council has to be forwarded 
by the shipper to his buyer alongwith other relative documents. 

9. The Textile Commissioner, Bombay, or an officer designa¬ 
ted by Iilm will have a day-to-day supervision over the mattes 
relating to quota allocation. A Co-ordinaion Committee with 
the Textile Commissioner as the Chairman and representatives 
of various E)mort Promotion Councils concerned will review 
the situation from time to time. 

10. For garments and knitwear, for quota allocation on 
first-come, first-served ready goods basis, earnest money at the 
rate of Re. 1 per piece or 10% of the f.o-b. value, whichever 
is higher, will have to be deposited by the applii^nt at the time 
of quota endorsement. If the utilisation within the validity 
period of quota endorsement Is not less than 90%, full amount 
of earnest money deposit will bo refundable on production 
of evidence of export. If the utilisation of quota allocation 
Is loss than 90%, the full earnest money deposit will bo liable 
to be forfeited. Further, if the surrender of quota is in excess 
of 25% of allotment, refusal of further quota allotment for 
such allottees may be considered. However, in conditions 
of force majeure, appropriate exemptions may bo considered. 

11. Exports will be allowed from any port in India.

13. Persons to whom quotas are allotted In accordance 
with the above arrangements but who do not utilise them 
properly would be liable to dis-quahfleation from getting future 
quotas without prejudice to any other action that may be taken 
in this behalf.
